The vote was 282 to 249. 
The refusal to resign led Win- 
ston Churchill, conservative, 
to 


comment that Mr. MacDonald was 
"the greatest living master of the 
i'rt of Tailing without hurting hlm- 
ielf." 
" The government 
accepted the 


amendment, which was forced by 
one of its own members, John 
Scurr, a Roman Catholic, and la- 
ter pased the amended bill on Its 
third and final reading by a vote 
of 256 to 238. Most of the liberals 
abstained in the second vote. 
, The bill provides for raising the 
age at which children may leave 
echool from 14 to 15' years, with 
an allowance of five shillings to 
be made to needy parents whom 
j.he law affects. The Scurr amcnd- 
went authorized a government ap- 
propriation 
to equalize the addi- 


tional burden the law would im- 
pose on the religious, or non-pro- 
vided schools. 
In passing the measure over the 
government's protest, 34 laborites 
deserted to the opposition. 
The bill now goes to the house 


of lords which may, taking cour- 
age 
from 
the closeness of the 


commons vote, refuse it altogether. 
In any event it cannot become 
operative until September, 1932.

in the house of commons, a pre- 
vious adverse vote having been re- 
corded last March on a minor 
amendment to the coal mines bill.

Is setting "Annabel Lee" to mu- 
sic—working 
from

chair, 
Poe. Is buried in Balti- 
more. 


Fifty years of active musical life 


and 
350 compositions lie behind 
Sousa, and yet when the effects 
of an 
old injury sent him 
to 
Johns Hopkins 'hospital for treat- 
ment, he could not break 
off 


working. 


"When you hear of Sousa retir- 


ing, you will hear o£ Sousa dead," 
he once said when there was a 
rumor that he was to retire. And 
sitting in his hospital room, car- 
rying his 76 years 
lightly, he 


smilingly 
announced that 
this 


sentiment was unaltered. 
'When I learned I would not 
have to be operated on, I felt I 
must write," he said. "The thought 
of Edgar Allan Poe came to me 
because I was in Baltimore and 
I thought of his musical poem, 
'Annabel Lee.' I dec.ded to set 
It to music. 
"This won't be finished in any 
week or so, however. There is a 
good deal of careful revision nec- 
essary before I shall feel that I 
have done justice to this beauti- 
ful poem. 
"I think it is the most musical 
and beautiful of all Poe's works. 
So when I learned I must remain 
in the hospital for some time, I 
read the poem again and felt I 
must write a song to those words. 


"The music is in the words. I 


believe the treatment calls for a 
theme which would almost be a 
monotone." 
Leaving Poe's Annabel resting 


in her "Sepulchre by the Sea,". 
Sousa went on: "The radio has 
created 
a generation of people 


who listen to music rather than 
play it. More music is coming in- 
to the home, but the piano In the 
corner is silent. 
It has resulted 


in a recognition by many of clas- 
sical music, when I classify as 
'music that has lived.' 
'Which one of my marches do 
I like best? All of them. 
The 


public though, seems to fall in 
line behind 'The Stars and Stripes 
Forever.' I have conducted that 
one in 14 countries on three con- 
tinents, in all the principal cities 
of the world, in every state in 
the union ind the Canadian pro- 
vinces. 
'All my compositions have been 


the result of the inspiration just 
as my being in Baltimore, in the 
Poe atmosphere, provided the in- 
spiration 
to start 
on 'Annabel 
Lee.' 


"Composition of "Tha Washing- 


ton Post' march (which I sold for 
$35 and watched the publishers 
make a young fortune) was In- 
spired by a visit to the plant of 
that 
newspaper 
in the capital of 
the nation where I was born. All 
my works have had a like start- 
.ng point." 
Many anecdotes punctuate the 
band 
master's 
colorful 
career 


which started in an orchestra in 
Washington. 
Many stories 
have 


been told about him and he has 
told many on himself. 
With a 
twinkle in his 
lively eyes he 


spoke of the only golf match he 
ever won. 
"It happened about six months

the University of Madrid today. 
Student leaders in fiery addresses 
demanded the establishment of a 
republic in Spain.

other universities throughout the 
country to agitate for a general 
university strike next Saturday.

AUSTIN, Jan. -2*.—(IP)— 


Governor Ross S. Sterling 
this afternoon sent his mes- 
sage to the legislature, to 
be read in separate sessions 
of .the house and senate. 


The text of the message 


~A To the 
senate 
and 
house of 
representatives: 
,, 
We are all here for the same 
high purpose, to serve, Texas. 
We come at a momentous hour 
in the history of the state. There 
is a vast field of service for us 
all, 
an 
opportunity for 
noble 
achievement. 
Texas is in the 
midst 
of a great development, 


and at. the threshold of an even 
greater. Ours is the mission and 
the responsibility of writing and 
administering laws to keep the 
government 
in 
step 
with 
the 
state's progress, to 
meet 
its 
changing needs, and to encour- 
age better progress. 
This is a solemn responsibil- 


ity. It requires the most earnest 
effort and the deepest wisdom at 
our command; a 
statesmanship 
that must harmonize conservatism 
with 
initiative, and 
experience 
with vision. The future advance; 
ment of the commonwealth may 
be measured by the success of our 
undertaking. 
You are the first 
legislature 
to operate under the constitution- 
al amendment adopted at the last 
general election, providing for a 
four-months' regular' session, and 
increasing the per diem of mem- 
bers. This amendment offers you 
an opportunity which no previous 
lawmaking body of this state has 
ever had. 
Hopes for Successful Session 
It enables you to give more thor- 
ough, deliberate and efficient con- 
sideration to legislation. The en- 
hanced per diem will tend to re- 
lieve the financial worries which 
I know have distracted members 
of former legislatures. 
Under the 
new amendment, I am hopeful 
that this legislature will produce 
the best-considered and most con- 
structive program of enactments 
of all the 42 state assemblies of 
Texas history. 
It shall be my abiding purpose 


to remain within the bounds of 
the province 
which 
the people 
through the constitution, have al- 
located 
to 
the chief executive; 
However, this democratic plan of 
government, charging {'he executive 
with the duty of suggesting laws, 
and with that of approving or dis- 
approving them after the legisla- 
ture has passed them, naturally 
calls for harmony and cooperation 
between the two departments. Oth- 
erwise, the system fails. 
It is the harmony and cooper- 
ion that I most earnestly crave 
d bespeak 
of your 
honorable 
bodies. I feel that we begin our 
labors with a spirit of concord as 
fine has has ever been witnessed at 
the launching of a new administ' i- 
tion. I pray that it will continue 
until our work is finished . 
Commends Moody's Message 
The outgoing executive, in his 
final message, has discussed the 


<P\condition of the state, presenting 
'•#k clear picture of the government's 
financial and 
economic 
status. 
There Is no need of my going over 
that ground, and I commend his 
illuminating message to your care- 
ful study. Thus the only constitu- 
tional duty left to this message is 
to suggest such measures as I 
deem expedient. 
In connection with conditions, I 
may refer to the economic indis- 
position of the country during re- 
cent months. I share the benefit 


' of leading men of affairs that this 
condition is passing and will soon 
be over. 
Texas has fayed better 


than other parts of the nation; and 
as far as Texas is concerned, we 
know the depression is merely 
temporary. 
This state has yet a 
detiny of empire to fulfill. 
Meanwhile, you may see fit to 
consider legislation to hasten our 
recovery from the business stag- 
nation. The democracy'of Texas, 
in its platform adopted at Galves- 
ton,' urged the state, as well as 
county and municipal governments, 
to "do all in their power to relieve 
unemployment by the construction

at 
this time."

economy sometimes may be wors 
than extravagance, but on th 
whole I believe the state govern 
ment can be carried on more fru 
gaily and at less expense, with a 
good or better efficiency. 1^ be 
you to strive toward that end. 
think we may keep our perception 
of true economy clear by eve 
keeping in mind that we are spen" 
Ing the people's money. 


You come fresh from the peo 
pie, and know their legislativ 
needs and wishes.' However, a 
regards legislation in general, 
would remind you of the Jeffer 
sonian principle that '.'those gov 
crned least are governed best 
The more elaborate our clviliza 
tion becomes the more legal reg 
uJations it requires; yet with th 
continual flood of statutes from 
our state and national hoppers 
it seems that the masses are be 
coming more restricted and !es 
protected, while with some of th 
more favored classes it is th 
reverse. 


There are certain matters o 
legislation 
to 
which 
we

pledged by the expressed will o 
the majority. 
Those matters ar 
set forth in the Democratic pla 
form, upon which the executiv 
and most of your members wer 
nominated and elected.

velop, in the best way we can t 
carry out the purposes of lega 
punishment—which 
are to pro 
tect society and reform the of 
fender. 
State prisoners are not entitle 
to luxury, but they are entitled t 
humane 
treatment. 
The Texa 
penitentiary system has becom 
'antiquated, and they is need o 
legislative 
modernization, provic 
ing for sanitary fireproof and es 
cape-proof 
building, 
and 
ad< 
quately equipped hospital faci! 
ties for convicts. 
Should a con 
templated survey determine tha 
leeves to protect 
river botton 
lands in the prison system ar 
practicable, they should be con 
structed, with prison labor. 


No doubt the purposes of pun 
ishmentare often defeated by th 
environments into which convict 
are thrown, and instead of bein 
reformed .they are

The law should provide affirma 
tively for humane treatment o 
convicts,' and for segregation s 
that youthful offenders and thos 
convicted' of fmlnor felonies may

with and the evil influence of con 
firmed criminals. 
A merit system is being de 
veloped in the penal institution by 
the present manager. 
This sys 
tern of merits should be given thi 
force of law, and used as thi 
basis for paroles and furloughs, a 
well as for prison privileges. 
I 
may be well to consider measure 
for the discouragement of escapes 
In addition to the above plat 


form propositions, the 
executiv 
is pledged to a business adminis 
tration of the prison system. Sucl 
an administration already is we) 
begun by the present 
manage 
ment. 
Upon a more 
exhaustiv 


study of the problem, I shall sug 
gest such legislation as may b 
deemed advisable In advancing thi 
enterprise.Law Enforcement 
The Democratic 
party, in it 
platform, 
re-dedicated 
itself 
to 
the impartial and strict enforce 
ment of our prohibition as wel 
as all other laws. It called upon 
the people to respect and observe 
them, and pledged the party nom 
inees to their vigorous enforce 
ment; urged 
the legislature 
to 
empower the chief executive to 
exercise 
his constitutional duty 
in executing the laws; favored re 
forms of criminal procedure to 
promote speedy justice; and re 
commended

fording every Texas boy and girl 
the chance to pbtaln a good edu- 
cation through high school. Also 
the state Institutions of higher 
learning must be given adequate 
support;—all to the end that Tex- 
as may take her proper leading 
place in educational rank among 
the states of the nation. 


State Parks. 
State parks may be casually re- 
garded as luxurious, 'but in truth 
they are important factors in the 
full development of 
the 
state, 
economically as well as culturally. 
It would be far better to have 
people from other states to come 
to Texas to visit our parks, than 
for our people to have to visit 
other states in order to enjoy 
such scenic places. Texas affords 
a wealth of locations for parks, 
and our park system should be 
developed before the building up 
of the state makes them more 
difficult and more expensive to 
acquire. Water Priorities. 


The Democracy of Texas has 
committed itself to the proposi- 
tion and municipalities are en- 
titled to preferential 
rights 
in 


the usp of public and Hood waters, 
for domestic and municipal pur- 
poses, and that the irrigationist 
and stockman should be protect- 
ed in the use of such waters for 
the proper needs of their re- 
spective industries. Accordingly, I 
suggest 
for 
your 
consideration 
the enactment of adequate legis- 
lation fixing by law the priori- 
ties in the allotment of public 
and flood waters, to the end that 
in future allotments the develop- 
ment of hydro-electric power shall 
be subordinate to the rights of 
municipalities, 
irrigationists 
and 
stockmen. 


The Democratic platform parti- 
cularly suggested certain 'further 
measures 
of legislation, recom- 
mending that the legislature and 
thtf chief executive earnestly co- 
operate toward their accomplish- 
ment. By way of reminding you 
of these suggestions, and because 
they are brief and concise, I 
shall quote their language ver- 
batim, adding my recommenda- 
tion for their 
consideration 
to 
that of the state convention. 
Highways 
"We advocate the speedy and 
economic distribution t>f a con- 
nected and correlated system of 
state highways as necessary to 
the' development of Texas. The 
fairest and most just^-manner of 
raising funds to meet the cost of 
highway construction is by taxes 
imposed upon the traffic that use 
and enjoys the roads. .And we 
are committed to a policy of meet- 
ing the cost of state 
highway 
construction by traffic taxes. We 
urge the legislature to consider 
the problem of financing the con- 
struction 
and 
maintenance 
of 


designated highways to the end 
that the traffic alone shall bear 
the expense of such construction 
and maintenance, and that no 
part thereof shall come from ad 
valorem taxes on 'homes, farms, 
fanches or other real or personal 
property. 
"Counties have contributed large 


sums of money, through the is- 
suance of county and road dis- 
trict bonds lo help pay the cost 
of construction of trunk 
roads, 


which constitute a part of the 
system of the state and federal 
designated highways. These routes 
of travel serve a state-wide need 
and are not intended as purely 
a local convenience. We are com- 
mitted to a policy of refunding 
to these counties on a fair and 
just basis their contribution to 
the cost of such highway con- 
struction. If the counties of the 
state can build 
and 
maintain 
their nearly 200,000 miles of local 
and lateral roads, justice demands 
that the state with federal aid 
meet the cost of constructing and 
maintaining the 20,000 miles of 
state highway." 
In this connection I may re- 
mark that the state highway com- 
mission has placed all possible 
road work under way during re- 
cent months in order to provide 
as much employment as it could, 
and has found this a good means 
of aiding the jobless. This might 
be kept in mind in your deliber- 
ations. Measures dealing with oth- 
er phases of highway development 
and traffic regulation will come 


before you and 
should 
receive 
careful consideration. 
Taxation 


"The 
burden of taxation 
for 
any public purpose already has 
fallen too heavy 
upon 
farms, 
homes, ranches 
and other 
real 
and personal property, and there 
should be a thorough revision of 
the tax laws of the state to dis- 
tribute more equitably the bur- 
dens of taxation and to lighten 
that which has been placed and 
is still being placed upon farms, 
homes, ranches ant 
c'her real 
and ^personal 
property, Mineral 
wealth, such as oil, gas, sulphur 
and the like, should bear a just 
share of taxation 
as -.it be ex- 
hausted.Dependent Children 


"The neglect by the state of 
abandoned, dependent and under- 
privileged children is a shame to 
any people. We, therefore, require 
at the hands of our legislature 
improvement in the state's meth- 
od of handling these unfortunates, 
and the coordination of the ef- 
forts of the state, counties, muni- 
cipal 
governments 
find 
private 
welfare agencies in this work. 
/ 
Conservation 
"Conservation of the natural re- 
sources of Texas by all sound and 
feasible means, vittt an effort to 
conserve our water supply and en- 
courage soil conservation. 
Cotton Production 
"A plan of cooperation among 
all of the cotton gro '.ng states 
through 
our 
commissioners of 
agriculture,, our A. & M. college, 
and 
by proper legislative com- 
mittee,s to bring several states 
into accord in the protection of 
thi- great industry of the ;. .uth. 
labor. 
"The eight-hour law should be 
amendei. and made to effectively 
apply 
to 
labor 
on 
all public 


works. A minimur.x wage law for 
the 
protection 
of 
women 
and 
children in industry is a necessi- 
ty of the time. More liberal ap- 
propriations are due to the state 
labor department and 
measures 
should be adopted to better pro- 
tect employes in dangerous occu- 
pations, 
rjmployes 
on highways 
should 
be 
protected 
by 
some 
form of compensation insurance. 
This is essential in view of the 
fact that limitations in the consti- 
tution 
prohibit 
the 
legislature 
from making provision fojp the 
dependent families of public em- 
ployes -who arc injured in pub- 
lic work. Public Utilities. 
"Public 
utilities in the state 
have grown to vast proportions 
and their very nature partake of 
monopolies. Such utilities are en- 
titled to a reasonable return on 
the property 
devoted to public 
service and the consumer is en- 
titled to efficient and reasonable 
rates. 
Texas has no adequate 
utility 
regulation; 
therefore 
we 
advocate 
legislation for the prop- 
er protection of the consuming 
public. 
"The greatest possible cncour-

DUG 
DURNED 


EARLY WEDNESDAY 


Fire of undetermined origin de- 
stroyed the 
consolidated district 
high school building at Mildred 
early Wednesday morning with a 
loss estimated 
at 500,000 with 
$46,500 insurance. 


The blaze was discovered short- 
ly before midnight, and a call to 
the Corsicana fire department re- 
sulted in Fire Chief Elmer Keith 
and a chemical truck answering" 
the call, but they were almost 
powerless because of lack of wa- 
ter. 


The flames were first discover- 
ed in the furnace room in the 
basement 
of the 
building, 
and 
spread rabidly through the struc- 
ture, fanned by a stiff southwest 
wind. 
Through 
the ' efforts of 
Corsicana firemen a quantity of 
books and 
supplies* and 
desks 
from practically* three rooms were' 
removed 
before 
the 
flames de- 
stroyed all of the woodwork. 
Regarded as one of the best 
schools of its class in this entire 
section of the state, the Mildred 
school was erected in 1924. It was 
of single-story brick construction, 
and 
housed a 
complete school 
plant with an auditorium and a 
well equipped library. T. E. Eng- 
lish is the school superintendent. 
The loss on building and equip- 
ment was o'stimated by Dan D. 
Hanks, county superintendent at 
$60,000 with insurance amounting 
to $46,500. 


All of the wookwork was de- 
stroyed by the flames, and sever- 
al of the walls were badly crack- 
ed and it is believed that the 
structure will bo a total loss.

Actual sales of liquor to individ-

vidual would be cancelled for such 
time as might be prescribed. 
\Profits, made by the national

duction. 163,000; recommendation, 
155,000. 


Demand About Same. 
Penn said the demand for crude 


oil was around 670,000 barrels, sub- 
stantially the same as during the 
life of the old order, which 
was 
due to expire Saturday. 
He said 


his committee was endeavoring to 
keep production down to the de- 
mand level. Penn told of the suo- 
cess with which the state's prora- • 
tion program had been attended 
since its inception last August. He 
said production at that time was 
about 863,000 barrels whereas the 
minimum reported recently 
was 
only 656,10 barrels. 


The committee dealt particularly 
with the Van field, the Big Lake 
field and the new Rusk and Gregg 
county field. 


"I personally anticipate 
the 
committee will recommend that 
production in the Van field be in- 
creased 5,000 barrels the first of 
each month until the 50.000 barrel 
figure is reached," he said. "How- 
ever, this order will last only until 
April 1 and the committee did not 
deem it pertinent to make 
any 


recommendations for the allowable 
after that date. 


Pure Attorney Objects. «i 


3. A. Elkins of Houston, attor- 
ney for the Pure Oil company, one 
of the chief producers in the Van 
pool, objected to the committees' 
recommendations. 
He stated the 


•proposed plan'was satisfactory if 
assurance could be had that the 
schedule of increases would 
be 
maintained until the 50,000 barrel 
figure had been reached. "Wo al- 
ready have a market for that 
much oil," he said. 


Penn asked the commission to 
"clamp down" on the operators In 
the Big Lake field, where the Uni- 
versity pf Texas has a considerable 
amount of oil land. 
He said the 
University was losing thousands 
of dollars weekly because of waste 
of gas in that field. He urged the 
production of oil in that pool be 
reduced to the market outlet and 
the amount of oil In storage be 
cut to a minimum.

Before thousands of admir- 
ers who stood under a pleas- 
ant sun, Eoss S. Sterling of 
Houston today was inaugur- 
ated governor of Texas.

E. Witt, incoming lieutenant gov- 
ernor.

patrol, Austin police and firemen, 
state rangers and a force of depu- 
ty sheriffs were pressed into ac- 
tion to police the crowd.

front of the crude plank platform 
on which Mr. Sterling accepted 
the oath of office.

Inaugurated four years ago. The 
crowd extended half way to the 
south limit of the capitol grounds. 


The ceremonies were broadcast

and newspaper photographers -al- 
so were active.

lift the burden from the small 
home owners and when he declar- 
ed "building Texas" was the prime 
function of the legislature and his 
administration. 


In introducing Governor Moody,

ment, such as good roads, water- 
ways, fuel and power. These ad- 
vantages Texas Is offering in in- 
creasing measure; 
plus good cli- 
mate, good labor, and good raw 
materials of various kinds. 
In 


order 
to 
further 
encourage 
in- 


dustry here, we must not so re- 
strict its operations as to repel 
newcomers. 
Some 
of our 
laws 


tend to do that, as well as to 
discourage and keep out capital. 
Likewise, 
We should 
make 
our 


laws fair to labor In every way. 
When I speak of not restricting 


industry or capital too much, I do 
not mean to suggest that our anti- 
trust laws be relaxed. 
They should 


be strengthened, if anything, and 
all due regulation should be main- 
tained. But in some respects there 
is too much government in busi- 
ness, too much regulation and re- 
striction for the state's own good. 


Good Roads Paramount. 


I mentioned good roads as a fac- 
tor in industrial development. 
I 


believe that good roads are the 
mtst potent single factor in the I 
forward march of the state gener- 
ally, and that the growth of Texas 
wiil be pretty much in proportion 
to the growth of the Texas high- 
way system. 
North Carolina, 
as 


well as other states, has demon- 
strated the value of highways. By 
completing her road system, 
she 


has transformed herself from one 
of the most backward states of the 
Union into one of the 
leading 
states in industry 
and 
wealth. 


Governor Neff once said,"We shall 
go by way of the highway." 
He 
as right; that is the route that 
state progress will take, and the 
better the highway, the swifter 
will bo the progress. 


Building Texas requires constant 


development of educational advan- 
tages, adequate to attract and hold 
rather than repel, settlers. 
The 
state's laws must be enforced and 
its justice reinforced and acceler- 
ated. 
We must not have a state 
known as one where human 
life 


is cheap, and where the safety of 
person and property is doubtful. 


We must take care of our con- 


victs, insane, tiiberculars, and oth- 
er unfortunate'public charges, in 
such a way as not to bring 
re- 


proach. 


Need of Parks. 
We need parks, state and coun- 


ty, for the recreation of our peo- 
ple, and to attract visitors here 
,rom other states. Texas has nat- 
ural scenery whose charm com- 
l>:irus favorably with that of Colo- 
rado. California and Wyoming. It 
is potentially a great asset, eco- 
nomically as well as otherwise.

Chairman of the body is George 


W. Wickersham, former attorney 
general of the United States, whose

word and will of the Father in 
heaven. 
The Greatest Message of All 


There is something bewildering 


and baffling about this tempta- 
tion story. 
First of all it seems 


scarcely fair that, from the high 
hour of His baptism, and His pub- 
lic accrediting by John the Bap- 
tist, Jesus should have been plung- 
ed at once into struggle with Sa- 
tan. But life shows all of us that 
it is on just such occasions that 
temptations are strongest. 
From 


the hour of ecstacy spirits slump 
into the slough of "loom and fear. 
The day after a great religious ex- 
perience is the very time to be on 
guard against the tempter. 


Instinctively, too, the mind rath- 


er revolts from tho idea that the 
Savior could be tempted to sin. 
None of us is ever quite able to 
accept the wondrous truth of the 
complete hurhanness of the 
Son 


of God: though Paul tells us that 
"He was tempted In all points like 
as we arc." 
Many a Bible Class, 


studying this Lesson will raise the 
old query "Could Jesus have fall- 
en?" 
Of course He could, else the 


entire eperience would have been 


"As idle as a painted ship 
Upon a painted ocean." 
The exact nature of the tcmpta^ 


lion, whether it was subjective 01 
objective—a struggle within 
His 


own mind or an actual physical 
occurrance—is unimportant; the es- 
sential point is that it was real 
and vital and decisive. 


Whether Jesus could have yield- 


ed to temptation is an academic 
question; 
that He 
could 
resi.jt 


temptation, and by no power thnt 
may not be ours also, is tremend- 
ously practical. Out of His desert 


came 
sweet 
nourishment 


less sin. In the face of trial, the 
people have simply yielded to their 
lower, weaker natures. 
Theirs is 


the greatest of postwar national 
tragedies. 


Out of the terrible testing In 


the wilderness of the Finest Sou! 
comes the truth for nations and 
for individuals, that man is mean! 
to be a conqueror, and not a cra- 
ven. In His hour of weakness anc 
loneliness and self-questioning, Je- 
sus was able to vindicate His own 
sonship and God's fatherhood. Be- 
cause a man is out of work, or in 
the clutch of adversity, is no war- 
rant for his ceasing to be a sov- 
ereign spirit. 
The stronger 
the 


temptation, the greater the victory 
Bettor far to die a free, master 
ful man, than to live a cowardly 
defeated, enslaved life. Thank God 
the human soul has the capacity to 
rise superior to all circumstances. 


The Three-Fold Assault 


Weakened and weary by forty 
days of fasting, in all the vas
